How the News of His Defeat was

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] At a late hour tonight 
the Congressional envoys in this city 
received a dispatch from Errazuriz 
Stating that in the first day’s fighting 
the enemy lost 1500.men and an equal 
number of prisoners were captured. 
Two thousand rifles were taken and a 
number of field pieces, The Congres- 
sional loss was 508, and among the 
killed were five officers. In the battle 
of Placilla yesterday the defeat of Bal- 
maceda was complete. His Generals, 
Barbosa and Alcarrica were killed and 
many other officers also. The where- 
abouts of Balmaceda are unknown. 

A later cablegram was received from 
Errazuriz regarding yesterday’s battle 
saying that Balmaceda’s troops num- 
bered 12,000 men. Three thousand 
prisoners and all his artillery were 
taken. The torpedo boats and all 
others are in the power of the Oon- 
gressionalists. Vaiparaiso was occu- 
pied without resistance. Balmaceda's 
lieutenants sought safety on foreign 
vessels, The Congressionalists losses 
were iaconsiderable. ., 

The envoys expéct more definite 
news by tomorrow. The insurgent 
leaders, it is thought, will immediately 
remove their headquarters from Iqui- 
que to Valparaiso, so as to be in di- 
rect communication with the army. 

Pedro Montt, principal Congressional 
envoy at Washington, who has been 
out of the city for some time, returned 
today. 
the surrender until informed of it by 
Foster this morning. He was almost 
beside himself with joy. 

Inquiry at the house of Senator Laz- 
cano, the Chilean Minister, this morn- 
ing, elicited the sole response, The 
Minister is not at home,” aud there 
was no one in the house to represent 
him.

Balmaceda May Make a Stand at 
Santiago. 

New ToRR, Aug. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The recently appointed 
Chilean Consul General at New York, 
Charles R. Flint, has always been a 
warm supporter of Balmaceda and is 
unprepared to beligve his chief is de- 
feated. In an in iew he said: 

“To me it hardly seems possidle, 
much less probable, that President 
Balmaceda has met with defeat, be- 
cause he had every advantage in his 
favor from the beginning. His army 
was greatly superior in numbers 
to that of the insurgents and he 
also had practically an impregnable 

sition. Of course this is mere con- 
ecture on my part, because I am with- 
out any information. But I believe if 
he has been defeated it was because 
something happened for which he was 
red .at the outset. It has 
been said that more or less discontent 
existed among his troops, and a large 
number of them may probably have 
deserted at acritical moment. Should 
they have taken sides with the insur- 
gents his position would have been so 
weakened, of course, that an easy 
victory over him would have been a 
natural result. That is the only rea- 
gon or explanation possible for me to 
offer for his defeat.

BALMACEDA DEFENDED, 


A Chilean’s Account of the 
of the War. 

New Tonk, Aug 29.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] William M. Ivins, 
consul for the Chilean legation, today 
made a lengthy statement of the causes 
leading up to the Chilean revolution. 
“Balmiaceda,” he said, “was elected 
five years ago by the Liberal party. 
He has had eight or nine distinct cabi 
nets in his endeavor to please the 
party and insure harmony among the 
factions. It was impossible, however, 
to satisfy the different wings. There 
were a number of men in the party de- 
termined to rule ot ruin.“ | 
=’ Balmaceda, Mr. Ivins says, is an 
even tempered, broad minded man of 
— forebearance, and he acquiesced 
nthe demands ofthe Liberal leaders 
as long as possible, When it became 
evident that to further submit to Con- 
gressional despotism would be vir- 
tually to abrogate his office, serious 
trouble began. Oongress refused to 
pass appropriation bills, and charged 
that the President had a candidate to 
sutceed him whom he was trying to 
force upon the country, To settle this 
difficulty Balmacéda appointed the 
gentleman in question to a cabinet 
office, thus removing him from the list 
of candidates. Then, notwithstand- 
ing that Congress has no power of im- 

achment, the majority passed a reso- 
ution declaring the President's office 
vacant because of his fuilure to submit 
to Congressional dictation. 

Then, on January 7. came the open 
rebellion. The opposition majority in 
Congress declared itself the govern- 
ment, went on board the men-of-war 
with mutinous val officers and 
scoured the coast a place to land. 
With the aavy in a State of mutiny it 
became imperativelymecessary to main- 
tain internal order at any price. The 
majority in Congress having disrupted 
the government, the President was left 
witLout one of the constitutional 
branches of goverment, Because 
these members of Congress had them- 
selves violated the Constitution, de- 
bauched the navy andabandoned their 
post, it did not follow that the Presi- 
dent should abandon his. The obliga- 
tion on him was greater to remain and 
protect the internal order and external 
safety of the state.

CABLE VS. 


Conflicting Accounts of the 
Negotiations. 


The People’s Home Savings Bank 
Sells Out its Holdings. 


Denial That the Rolling Mill wil! 
Break Its Contract. 


Other Coast Dispatches—Gold~seck- 
ers Warned Not to Rush to 
Pine Nut-—The Beet 
Sugar Industry.”

SAN Francisco, Aug. 29.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The war between 
the street railroads of Los Angeles, it 
is believed, still continues, but state- 
ments from the parties to the little un- 
pleasantness are just as widely variant 
as ever, and it was denied today that 
any conference bad been or would be 
held. The developments reported yes- 
terday were the arrival of ex-Judge 
Silent of Los Angeles, legal adviser of 
the cable company, the sale by the 
People’s Home Savings Bank of this 
city of its holding of the Los Angeles 
Electric Railroad bonds, amounting to 
$171,000, and the resignation of Frank 
V. McDonald as secretary of the elec- 
tric road. 


George Whittell of the Pacific Roll- 
ing Mills says that the rolling mills 
had no intention of cancelling or with- 
drawing from its contract with the 
Los Angeles Electric road. There has 
never been any such intention or any- 
thing like it though the agreement has 
been repeatedly modified. I must 
say. however,“ said he, that no such 
contract would besanctioned by the 
present directorate of the rolling 
milis. The mills will never, here- 
after agree to take bondsin payment 
for work and materials, It bas no 
right todo any such thing. With re- 
gard to the purchase of the cable road 
by the electric people, I do not think it 
will be done. The figure is too high, 
and the debt of the cable road is too 
heavy.“

I dia not make this purchase 
without having a most critical inves- 
tigation made of the affairs of the Los 
Angeles Railroad Company, and I 
have in my pocket a written report 
upon the property which satisfies me 
that the property, when completed, 
will make money very fast,and rank 
among the best investments of this 
character.“ 

Swanberg intimated that the invest- 
ment he has made was partly for ac- 
count of capitalists in Sweden.

7 BEET SUGAR. 


What the Three California Factories 
will Produce. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 29.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Sugar Inspector 
Loraux returned today from an official 
visit to the three beet-sugar factories 
at Chino, Watsonville and Alvarado. 
He says: The Chino factory started 
on the 20th inst., and up to the morn- 
ing of Friday the 28th, the factory had 
produced 80,000 pounds of sugar, and 
samples have been sent to the revenue 
office. The capacity of this factory 
will be fully 60,000 pounds daily. 
Three thousand acres of beets are un- 
der cultivation.” 

The Watsonville factory will com- 
mence manufacturing on September 
10. The delay there was caused by 
failure of the beets to ripen earlier. 
There are 2500 acres in beets. 

The Alvarado factory now has 1000 
acres in beets, and will open up Sep- 
tember 15. The total product of the 
factories this year will be about 14,- 
000,000 pounds and the bounty will be 
about $280,000.

UNION PACIFIC. 


REPORT THAT VANDERBILT HAS 
SECURED CONTROL. 


Big Blocks of Stock Said to Have 
Been Purchased in His Inter= 
Rumors of 
Combines. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 20.—[{By the Assocl- 
ated Press.] A morning paper says: 

It is generally understood that Jay Gould 
has virtually relinquished control of the 
Union Pacific Railway, and that the ma- 
jority of stocks and bonds of the company 
have been placed in the hands of the bank- 
ing firm of Drexel, Morgan & Co. The 
onipion is that Drexel, Morgan & Co. have 
acquired control of the Union Pacifi in the 
interest of the Vanderbilts. They are 
finamcial agents for the Vanderbilts, and 
are also in control of the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul. This indicates that a 
close alliance between the Union Pacific 
and the Northwestern and St, Paul roads is 
contemplated. The Vanderbilts have long 
been anxious to secure a foothold west of 
the Missouri River and gain an independ- 
ent outiet for their system of roads to the 
Pacific Coast. It is not likely they will be 
content with the Union Pacific, but they 
mean to acquire other important railway 
systems west of the Rocky Mountains, 

A contest is said to be now in progress 
between the Vanderbilts, the Chicago, 
Burlington ahd Quincy, and the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé for possession of the 
Denver aud Rio Grande road, with the 
prospect that the Vanderbilts will carry off 
the plum. If the Vanderbilts succeed in 
getting the Kio Grande it is believed their 
next move will be to secure control of the 
Southern Pacific, and there is no serious 
obstacle in the way of their getting it. 
With this road in their control, the Van- 
derbiits will be able to dictate terms to all 
other lines, so far as through trafiic between 
the Atlantic and Pacific is concerned. 
Gould is probably interested in this scheme, 
and has ap understanding with the Vander- 
bilts and Drexel, Morgan & Co., whereby 
his railroad interests in the West will re- 
ceive ample protection. 

New YORK, Aug. 29.—In regard to 
the report that Jay Gould had retired 
from the control of the Union Pacific, 
and that aclose combination of the 
Union Pacific, St. Paul and North- 
western will soon be consummated, 
nothing definite either in the way of 
confirmation or denial could be learned 
here today, but it was generally under- 
stood that Pierrepont Morgan and 
friends recently bought a large block 
of Union Pacific stock, and that most 
of it was for Vanderbilt’s account. 

Charles H. Coates of the firm of 
Drexel, Morgan & Co., said he knew 
nothing about the majority of the se- 
curities of the Union Pacific Railroad 
being placed in the bands of his firm. 
He further said that he knew nothing 
about the rumor that Jay Gould has 
relinquished control of the road, and 
J. Pierpont Morgan was to be the 
leading spirit in the management. 


Ecuador Wants New Treaties. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—The De- 
partment of State has received an 
official notice from the government of 
Ecuador of its intention to terminate 
the treaty of friendship, commerce 
and navigation, concluded with 
the United States on June 13, 
1839, and the treaty of naturalization 
concluded May 6, 1882.

New York, Aug. 29.—[{[By the Asso 
ciated Press.] The World will put 
lish tomorrow, exclusive y in 3 
but in conjunction with the ndon 
Times, which holds the original manu- 
script, a pamphlet prepared by the 
family of the late Baroness Maric 
Yetz ra, who was found shot to death, 
together with her lover. Rudolph, 
Crown Prince of Austria, at Mayer< 
ling, January 30, 1889. 

The pamphlet was suppressed by the 
Austrian imperial family. It tells th. 
whole story in a circumstantial mam 
ner, and is backed by autograph lek 
ters, so as to have no doubt as to its 
value as a historical document. An 
important feature is the infamous 
part played in the tragedy by no less « 
personage than theniece of the Em 
press of Austria. The pamphlet ac 
cuses her of being not only an inter 
mediary but a blackmailer as well. 

Briefly summarized, the story is that 
Baroness Marie Yetzera, then 17 
years old, fell in love at first sight with 
the Crown Prince, and frequently met 
him in an ordinary social way. Finally 
she entrusted her secret to Countess 
Larisch, the. Empress of Austrian 
niece, and this lady at once undertook 
to act as go-between, while taking ad- 
vantage of her knowledgeof the state 
of affairs to levy blackmail upon the 
Prince. At one time the mother of 
the girl suspected that something was 
amiss, but Countess Larisch was ready 
with a plausible tale. At last the girl 
fled to Mayerling by prearrangement 
with the Prince, and a few hours later 
her death was known by the Emperor, 
but not by the distracted mother, who 
in vain implored the chief of police and 
Count Taafe, the Austrian Premier, ta 
cause a search to be instituted for hei 
daughter, 

The truth of the double suicide o1 
murder and suicide ts at last definitely 
established by this publication. The 
pamphlet shows that the Prince’s 
mind had long been given to thoughts 
of suicide, but Marie did her best ta 
dissuade him from his fatal step. It 
was not until hope for both of them 
— gone that she resolved to share his 

eath. 

For the first time is revealed the in- 
dignities offered herdead body. How 
she was carted away in a sitting pos- 
ture between her two uncles, evena 
coflin being denied her relatives when 
moving her; how ber mother was per- 
secuted and vilified; how everything 
was done to lay the blame on the girl, 
form a harrowing story as told by the 
mother.

THE TAX LEVY. 


One Dollar on the Hundred 
Agreed upon. 


QUITE A SAVING TO THE PEOPLE 


The Amounts Apportioned to the 
Various Funds—New Funds 
Created—Caloulations of 

the Committee. 


The Finance Committee of the Council, 
consisting of Messrs. Rees, Innes and 
Rhodes, yesterday afternoon finally agreed 
upon the tax levy for the ensuing year. 
While it has been generally understood that 
the limit would not exceed 61. 10, and might 
even fall below that figure, the Finance 
Committee has done even better than was 
expected, and kept the levy down to an 
even doliar on the bundred. The Council- 
men have given a great deal of time and 
study to the matter, and are confident that 
the dollar limit will raise ample revenue for 
all demands. Every fund has been care- 
fully calculated. and going on the principle 
that itis better to have the money in the 
pockets of the people than to tie it up in 
the treasury vaults, the levy was cut down 
to the lowest possible notch. Following is 
the report in full, which will come up before 
the Council Monday, and will probably be 
adopted, as every member agreed to it before 
it was finally acted on by the committee: 

THE REPORT. 

In the matter of the tax levy for the pres- 
ent fiscal year, we have prepared and here- 
with present an ordinance fixing the levy 
at $1 upon each #100, in accordance with the 
following statement: 
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*In fund. 

tUverdrawn. 

The total assessment rolls, after all cor- 
rections ade by the Board of Equalization, 
amouuts to $45,953,704. Incfuded in this 
is the assessment against certain banks, 
which was placed upon the rolls by order of 
the — of Equalization, amounting to 
$308 


Suits have already been commenced by 
these banks to enjoin the city from collect- 
ing the taxes on said assessments, and in 
view thata possibility exists that this tax 
may never be collected, we have deemed it 
advisable to deduct that amount from the 
total assessment rolls before calculating the 
levy. The net assessment, therefore, 
amounts to $45,650,116. In the calculation 
for the interest and sinking funds, we have 
taken the precaution to deduct 5 per cent 
from the assessment rolls, amounting to 
$2,282,505, to avoid all doubles and im- 
proper assessments, and the levy for the 
sinking fund is therefore calculated upon a 
basis of $43,867,613. 

You will observe in the foregoing st te- 
ment that the total levy for the interest 
and sinking funds amounts to 8.1758. 
which isin addition, or exclusive of th 
charter provision fixing the levy not to ex- 
ceed $1. 

The rate for the funds of the city other 
than the sinking funds, amounts to 6.8242. 
being very considerably within the charter 
limit of 81. | 

Iu the calculation for the sinking funds, 
the sum of 821.000 has been placed in the 
general improvement bond interest and 
sinking fund for the purpose of paying off 
a certain proportion of bonds of that de- 
nomination. 

We have endeavored to place in the sey- 
eral funds about an equal amount with that 
expended during the year just closed, as 
we have no reason to apprehend that the 
expenses of the present year will be in ex- 
cess of the last. 

In the fire department fund,in addition 
to the amount necessafy to run the depart- 
ment successfully, we have set aside $14,000 
intended to be used for the purchase of 
two chemical engines and four horses, 
barness and house rent in which to keep 


them, 
Iu the matter of the allowance of this ap- 
rtionment to the common school fund, to 
used to assist the malutenance of the 
public schools, we have apportioned the 
sum of about $47,000, which, while not so 
large an amount as asked for ‘by the Board 
of Education, we deem a sufficient sum, to- 


gether with that which will be received 


from the State and county, to carry the 
schools through nine months’ successful 
operation. 

In addition to the $16,000 which has been 
alloted to the library, it must be. token into 
consideration that the further sum of 88500 
is annually expended in the maintenance of 
the elevator, which is run exclusively for 
the benefit of the library, so that in reality 
the library receives from the city funds this 
year about $20,000. * 

To the pas fund, we have set aside 
536.500. and it is understood that the dis- 
tribution of this fund is to be as follows: 
To the Westlake Park, $11,000; to the East 
Los Angeles Park, $11,000; to the Sixth 
street, City Hall, Prospect, Fiysian, Plaza, 
54500; Reservoir No 4 Park, 85000; Hollen- 
beck and Workman Park. $5000, 

It being further understood, in the matter 
of this latter park, that the grantors deed 
the property to the city without conditions, 
except that the Park Commissioners, or the 
City Council, shall expend not less than 

per year for two consecutive years in 

improving the property donated for park 

urposes by Mrs. Hollenbeck and Mr.

The $5000 placed in the bridge fund is for —

GUILTY AS CHARGED. 


Powelson Convicted of Assaulting 
His Wife. 

Frank Powelson, the mac“ who 830 
cruelly assaulted his wife, Cora Powelson, 
in an Alameda street “crib” a week ago, 
was tried yesterday before Justice Austin. 
The fellow struck the woman over the head 
with a heavy ciub while she was lying on a 
bed, partially under the influence of liquor, 
inflicting an ugly wound from which she 
almost bled to death, an artery being 
severed. A charge of assault to murder 
was first entered against Powelson, but 
this was afterward withdrawn, and a com- 
plaint for battery sworn out against him, on 
which he was tried 
‘Officers Bosqul, Rohn and Vignes happened 
to be in the vicinity of the house at the time 
of the assault, and arrested Powelson as he 
wastryingto make his escape after com- 
mitting the dastardly deed. The woman 
would not testify against her husband, say- 
ing that she was asleep, and did not know 
who struck her. After a weak attempt to 
show thatthe wound was inflicted by the 
woman failing from the bed whilein a 
drunken stupor, which the Judge charac- 
terized as too preposterous for considera- 
tion, he was found guilty as charged. 
Powelson will be sentenced tomorrow, and 
as Justice Austin has no patience with 
offenders of Powelson’s class, he will 
doubtless be given a long term on the city 
chain gang or in the County Jail. 


THE RAILWAY CONTEST 


CONFERENCE OF CABLE AND 
ELECTRIC NANAGERS. 


The Position of the Pacific Rolling 
Mills—A Difference as to the 
Values of the Prop- 
erties. 


The negotiations looking to a compromise 
between the cable and electric railway 
companies are still in progress in San Frau- 
cisco. No agreement has yet been reached, 
but the indications are thatthe differences 
will be adjusted. The Chronicle of Friday 
gives the following additional details of the 
conference, mention of which was made in 
the telegraphic columns of yesterday: 

THE CONFERENCE. 

From early morning yesterday until mid- 
night last night, J. F. Crank, the receiver 
of the Los Anxeles Cable Railroad, and M. 
H. Sherman, J. M. C. Marble and Frank V. 
McDonald of the electric railroad of the 
same city, were closeted together trying to 
arrange some pian of settlement of difficul- 
tles between the two companies. The 
morning conference was held at the Pacific 
Bank, and lasted from 11 o’clock until 5 in 
the afternoon, and was without result. 
About 8 o’clock last night the four men met 
in Mr. Sherman’s room at his hotel and re- 
mained in consultation until after mid- 
night. It was then stated that while no 
basis of settlement or agreement of any 
kind had been reached, the outlook was 
favorable for a compromise, and that the 
conference would be continued today. 

George Whittell, one of the Pacific. Roll- 
ing Mills directors, was again seen yester- 
day, and said: The Pacific Rolling Mills 
Company need not necessarily be consulted 
as to What sort of a compromise shall be 
made, but in all probability it will have a 
voice in the matter. We dave $200,000 of 
the electric railroad’s bonds, and of course, 
would object to any compromise or combi- 
tion that, would in any way affect these se- 
curities. We can't negotiate these bonds 
as it is, and we certainly do not want them 
made any less salable than they are now. 
That is the whole fault we find with the 
contract made with the electric people. 
The contract fs an excellent one and a very 
profitable one for us, providing we can 
dispose of the bonds which we are com- 
pelied totakein part payment. Our ina- 
bility to sell these bonds has been our 
cause of complaint.“ 

“But, Mr. Whittell, if it be true that the 
Electric Railroad Company does not owe a 
dollar, that the road, with only two or three 
cars running. is paying, and that the sys- 
tem comprises twenty-five miles of track 
already built, why is it their bonds are not 
good, marketable securities?“ 

“That I can’t answer. The fact that we 
have not been able to negotiate the bonds 
we have is all 1 know about it.“ 

“It 1 that the Pacific Rolling 
Mills intend to go out of the railway buila- 
ing business?“ 

“Such a rumor is premature. We have 
made a great deal of money building rail- 
roads, and, as 1 said, the contract for the 
buildiag of the Los Angeles Electric Rail- 
way is a good one, with the exception that 
our pay comes partly in bonds. By the 
way, I do not believe that Manager Bench- 
ley ever owned any  stoc in that 
road, ‘There was some stock in his 
name, but Senator Fair has a_ letter 
from the electric people saying that Mr. 
Benchley never owned a share of the stosk, 
and that it was put in his name so that he 
would be eligible as a director of the road 
and would be, as one ot the directors,in a 
position to know everything that was going 
on, and thus«better protect our interests. 
The explanation is reasonable. Mr. Bench- 
ley has not been asked toresign. I suppose 
the rumor got its start from the expressed 
intention of giving Mr. Benchley some help 
in the management of the milis. Heis a 
map 70 years of age and cannot do the 
amouut of work that he used to do; hence 
itis probable thathe will be given an as- 
sistant. Just say in regard to the war, 
that the Pacific Rolling Milis are waiting to 
see the terms of the treaty of peace before 
they say anything.“ 

A gentleman whois 'on the inside” of 
the negotiations going on between the two 
companies made the following statement 
concerning the matter: ‘Ihe delay in 
reaching a settlement is due to each com- 
pany putting a higher value on its roads 
than the other Will allow. It is this way: 
Suppose tne cable railway is worth $1,000,- 
000, but Mr. Crank wants to put it in the 
combination at a valuation of #2,000,000, then 
of course, the bondholders of the electric 
road would object, because the excessive 
valuation would lessen the value of the 
electric securities; vice versa, the cable 
railway people say the electric road is not 
worth what Sherman, Marble and McDon- 
ald think itis. The truth is that whatever 
agreement is made. it must be one satis- 
factory to the roliing mill people or else 
the bonds which they “hold must be 
purchased, and I am of the opin- 
ion it would be hard work to find a pur- 
chaser. By the way, Manager Bencililey 
has been unjustiy blained about that con- 
tract business. The contract was made on 
December 20 last and was ratified by the 
board of directors and signed by the proper 
Officers of the Rolling Mill Company. In 
February last, when the pew board of di- 
rectors came in and found that it had on 
hand $200,000 worth of bonds it could not 
sell or hypothecate for anything like a 
reasonable amount, it kicked about making 
any more contracts of that kind. Conse- 
quentiy, when the San Francisco and San 
Mateo road went to the mills to get them to 
build its line, the contract was strictly for 


cash, 

“Now, I am reliably informed that the 
relationship existing between Senator Fair 
and Manager Benchley is just as cordial as 
itever was. For a time the stories about 
Benchley owning stock in the electric road, 
and that in consideration of this stock he 
had made a bad contract for the mills, made 
everyone feel uncomfortable, but the matter 
was satisfactorily explained. 

“Byy the way, I've heard that one stum- 
bling block iu the way of a settlement of 
the railroad war is the fact that the electric

BLACK ARK’S FATE.. 


Convicted of Murder in the 
First Degree. 


TO BE IMPRISONED FOR LIFE 


The Dofendant Completely Crushed 
by the Verdict—The Proceed- 
ings Yesterday — Argu- 
ments of Counsel. 


Somowhat contrary to general expectation 
the second trialaf the Wong Ark murder 
ed in Department Six yes- 
ted in the conviction of the 
defendant of murder in the first degree. 

The pr ngs, which were watched by 
a very large crowd, were marked by the ad- 
mission of the dying declaration of Goot 
Gue through the medium of one of the wit- 
nesses for the defense, and by the intro- 
duction of some entirely new testimony in 
rebuttal, which completely knocked out the 
testimony of Lem You and Ah Tet. 

The jury was out nearly five hours, being 
divided upon the question as to whether the 
defendant should hang or be imprisoned for 
life, the latter being finally agreed upon. 

When court opened yesterday morning, 
Wong Sue was recalled and examined 
merely as to the large pistol found under the 
pillow of the bunk on which Wong Ark 
was lying when arrested, and swore that it 
belonged to him. 

Wong Guen was then called and ques- 
tioned as to whether or not he was at the 
room of Chariie Ah Him on or about June 
27 last, and in the presence of Ja Tung, 
Lem Lum and Charlie Ah Him said that 
he knew that pads | Ark did not ehoot 
Goot Gue. He replied that he did so state 
and went on to testify that on the night of 
the shooting he was in Goot Gue’s room 
from 9:30 to 10:30 o’elock, and did not see 
Wong Ark there at any part of that time. 
W hen he left he noticed a tall man standing 
by the door, who made a suspicious motion 
with his hand. 

The witness passed up toward the electric 
light, and when some twenty or thirty steps 
away heard the shot, and subsequently saw 
the tall man running away. ‘The reason he 
did not so testify before was that he feared 
they would charge him with the shooting, 
and was afraid of being arrested. 

The little interpreter, Chan Kin Sing, was 
recalled at this juncture by the defense and 
examined as to whether or not Goot Gue, 
at the time the witness interpreted her 
statement for Detective Wallin, said that 
she did not think that Wong Ark shot her. 
The witness, however, testified that on the 
contrary, Goot Gue stated that Kum Dock 
shot her, unequivocally. 

Upon cross-examination the prosecution 
examined the witness as to the whole of the 
woman’s statement on that occasion, Judge 
McKinley overruling the vigorous objec- 
tions of the defendant’s counsel with the 
remark that they had opened the gate them- 
selves, and he could not now shut out the 
prosecution. 

The result was that the whole of the 
woman's ante-mortem statement, which had 
been taken down in writing 95 Detective 
Wallin, was introduced by the District At- 
torney, and admitted in spite of the defend- 
ant’s objections. 

Wong Ark, the defendant, was recalled 
and testified briefly to the effect that he had 
paid Officer Bevan money for the privilege 
of being allowed toruntan games. He bad 
never asked Goot Gue for money with 
which to gamble, nor did she ever give him 
any. She was not his wife. He was mar- 
ried to another woman who was at present 
at Napa. 

T. R. Deering, official stenographer in 
Department Four, testified to having taken 
certain testimony in the former trial, and 
Chief of Police J, M. Glass stated that he 
was present at the preliminary examina- 
tion of Wong Ark in the Police Court, and 
made use of a remark to the effect that 
Wong Ark and his counsel ought to be 

ung. 

This clesed the case forthe defense, and 
the following witnesses were then called in 
rebuttal by the prosecution to controvert 
the testimony of some of the witnesses for 
defense. Officers W. H. Auble, A. C. Vig- 
nesand S. Bevan, Wong Gow and Wong 
Ying. The two Chinamen swore positively 
that when the shot was fired they were 
playing dominoes in Lem Yow’s place, and 
that Lem Yow was banking and that Ah 
Tet was there also. That when the report 
was heard the game ceased, but some onein 
the crowd said, “Oh, go on with the game.“ 
which they did until the patrol wagon ar- 
rived. That Lem Yow then ran out and 
told Goot Gue, who wasin the wagon, not 
to say that Wong Ark shot her.

At 10 o’clock, however, 
aloud rap onthe door of the jury-room 
announced that a decision of some sort 
had been arrived at and Judge McKinley, 
the defendant and the attorneys were 
hastily summoned, 

At 10:15 o’clock as Wong Ark stepped 
into the courtroom, Judge McKinley sald, 
“Bring in the jury, Mr. McClure,” and a 

few moments later the jury filed in and 
took their seats. 

After the roll had been call ed the Court 
asked: Gentlemen of the jury, have you 
agreed upon a verdict?” 

“We have, Your Henor,” replied Foreman 
Van Doren, and stepping from the jury 
box, he bg ae in a clear voice, to read 
the verdict, the body of which was as fol- 
lows: We, the juryin the above entitled 
action, find the defendant guilty of murder 
in the first degree, and fix his punishment 
to be confinement in the State prison for 
life, and find that the defendant bas not 
been once in jeopardy for the offense 
charged. J. 8. VAN Doren, Foreman.” 

The defendant turned an ashy hue on 
hearing the first few words of the verdict, 
and at the close of the reading was com- 

letely crushed. Mr, Hardesty, however, 
usisted upon the jury being lled, and 
smiled disdainfully on finding that the jury 
were unanimous. 

Theclerk was then instructed to enter 
the verdict, aud the Court thanked the jury 
for its services and atiention, and received 
in return the thanks of the the jury through 
Foreman Van Doren. 

The defendant was then ordered to reap- 
pear for sentence on Saturday next, and the 
proceedings were over.

‘WEATHER AND CROPS, 


WEEKLY REPORT FROM VOLUN- 
TARY OBSERVERS. 


Normal Conditions Generally Pre- 
vailing in Southern California, 
with the Exception of In- 
creased Temperature. 


Following is the weekly weather-crop 
bulletin of Southern California, based on 
rts from voluntary crop correspondents, 
and published by the United States 
Weather Bureau, for the week ending 
August 28: 

Saticoy (Crane Bros.)—The first three 
days ot the weck were very warm, which 
seriously damaged the bean crop, the esti- 
mated loss per acre being 400 pounds. The 
last four days were cool and foggy, with a 
reviving effect on late $; too late, how- 
ever, t6 do much good, he prespects are 
fora füll average crop. The corn crop was 
slightly injured by the heat in the early 
part of the week. 

Hueneme (S. F. Mack)—Very much sun- 
shine during the past week was injurious 
to beans, and the hot weather tended 
to affect growing crops, Bean cutting is 
progressing. 

Santa Barbara (Ellwood Cooper)—Corn 
and beans were slightly injured by exces- 
sive dryness and heat. Our tall crops, corn 
and beans as well as potatoes, depend 
upon the moist atmosphere given by the 
usual fogs, there being no irrigation in this 
district. Since yesterday (August 24.) the 
fogs have commenced and we hope that 
our crops will recover, 

Lancaster, Antelope Valley (James P. 
Ward)—The highest temperature during 
the week was 102° on the 25th, the lowest 
war 64° onthe 2ist and 22d. There were 
thunder clouds on the 26th, with a cool 
breeze during the day and calm in the 
evening. Wheat shipments are at their 
height, the quality superior, the yield 
greater and acreage much larger than last 


ear. 

Verdugo (J. C. Sherer) — Fruit continues 
to ripen rapidly. Foggy weather the past 
few nights bas somewhat retarded the dry- 
ing of peaches. In some localities aches 
are ripening prematurely and are inferior 
in quality, but in other orchards the quality 
is up to the usual standard andthe yieid is 


ood, 

Angeles (George E. Franklin) — 
High morning fogs prevailed during the 
week, except on the 28th, when a dense 
surface fog occurred, which foggy eon- 
dition was dissipated by the increasing heat 
of the rising sun, with bright sunshiny days. 
The temperature during the same period 
ranged in excess of the normal, averaging 
4° daily. The greatest excess was 7° on 
the 22nd, and the least3° onthe 23rd and 
28th. The highest temperature was 96°, 
occurring on the 22nd; the remaining days 
were eeeled. the maximum ranging between 
89° on the 23rd and 86° on the 26th and 28th. 
The lowest temperature was 62°—on the 
Mrd. No precipitation occurred, which 
was the norma! condition. a 

Winchester (J. M. Case) —The weathe 
during the past week was clearand pleag- 
ant, conditions just needed for ripenins 
fruit and marketing grain and hay, and 
also forgfruit-drying. Fruit is abundant, 
and of good quality, 

Tustin (E. D. Buss)—The weather con- 
tinues about the average in temperature, 
the noon readings for the past week, 56° to 
95°. The weather was mostly clear. The 
crop conditions remain as last reported. 
Peaches, pears and prunes are in season. 

National City (Arthur H. Wood)—The 
weather continues very favorable for trees, 
as shown perticularly in the new growth, 
which is extevsive. The local market is 
almost glutted with figs, peaches and 


rapes. 

San Diego (M. L. Hearne)—The temper- 
ture during the week was in excess of the 
normal for tho corresponding period in 
former years, averaging 4° daily; no pre- 
cipitation occurrd, which was normal.

Senator Stewart of Nevada in 
the City. 


A BRIEF CHAT ON POLITICS 


The White Metal Advocate Indulges 
in Some Pretty Straight Talk— 
Where Coast Congress-~ 
men are Weak.

United States Senator William M. Stew- 
art of Nevada, arrived in this city yesterday 
morning on the Southern Pacific delayed 
overland from the south, and made his way 
to the Arcade Hotel in frontof the Wolfs- 
KIll depot. As he had to leave for the 
north by the 1:35 p.m. train he did not wish 
to make his presence known, but the news 
soon spread and he was rushed off to the 
California Club, where he was met by a 
dozen gentlemen and at noon lunch was 
served, 

The Senator is on his return from his sil- 
ver mines in Mexico and was met at the 
depot by a Times man and questioned 
— matters of general interest to the 
pu 


The Senator isastrong believer in the 

mining interest of Mexico, and stated that 
while he does not believe another Comstock 
will ever be found there are some very rich 
mines, and they are being developed more 
extensively now than ever before. 
He became very enthusiastic on the sub- 
ject of silver, and stated that he will keep 
up the fightin the Senate as long as be can 
wag his tongue, and five minutes conversa- 
tion with him will convince anyone that he 
is a stayer from the ground up. He isa 
bitter enemy of paper money, and thinks it 
should be limited to a very great extent, 

He gave the Pacific Coast delegates to the 
national convention some hard slaps, and 
rubbed it ou the Coast representatives to 
Congress in a manner that would have 
made them biush to their toe-nails could 
they have listened to him. Pacific Coast 
delegates act more like a band of green- 
horns from Hayseed Hollow, he said, than 


national convention. They go without an 
defined purpose, and each man goes off half- 
cocked after some eastern candidate, and 
in consequence the poorest State of the 
East can walk all around California. They 
are 80 green when they get in a eonvention 
that their eastern brothers have to herd 
them along the street on the inside of the 
pavement to keep the horses from eating 
them. He has attended a number of con- 
ventions, but he never saw a delegation 
that can compare with the Pacific Coast 
people when it comes to playing the chump. 
lf they would go to a convention solid fora 
Piute Indian for President and stick to him 
they would be able to get some 
kind of a representation in the Cabinet; 
as trading is all the go in modern politics, 
but so long as they are scattered to the four 
winds of the earth they will be looked onas 
very small potatoes by their eastern broth- 
ers. Itis more important to have a Coast 
man in the Cabinet than to have three or 
four in Congress, and the sooner the Coast 
people find it out the better will it be for 
them. 

As to the reprentatives to Congress, he is 
of the opinion that they pay too little atten- 
tion to the needs of the people and spend 
their time looking after the interests of a 
fow curbstone politicians. These cattle 
imagine that Senators and Congressmen are 
elected for their special benefit, and the 
able statesmen fall into their way of think- 
ing and devote bours to helping these fel- 
lows and their friends to office and neglect 
the interests of the people. 

Enough petitions, letters, etc., of a person- 
al nature are sent toWashington during each 
session toloada train 2000 miles long, and 
the reading alone, of these documents occu- 
pies more time than is devoted to public 
matters. Every little “Jim Crow” office- 
seeker in the land fires off letters and docu- 
ments by the dozen, and the representatives 
ale so overun by this kind of thing that 
they have but little time for anything else, 
and then the people wonder why they don’t 
get appropriations, etc. 

The whole system is wrovg, and there 
should be a reform all along the line. 

The Senator left on the 1:35 train for 
San Franeisco, and will go direct to his 
home in Nevada.

Tue Iowa State Register declares 
that, With the cold wave that struck 
Iowa last Friday and Saturday Demo- 
cratic hopes suddenly grew brighter. 
A frost that wou dnipths August corn 
would do more to insure Democratic 
votes than all the speeches Gov. Boies 
will make during the campaign. Hap- 
pily the frost did not come last week 
and for the sake of business prosperity 
and the Republican party it is to be 
hoped it may not come until late in 
September.“ 


“EVERY great gun our Nation owns 
at Waterviiet costs as much as a 
schoolhouse capable of accommodating 
500 pupils. Every discharge of one of 
these cannon costs a sum sufficient to 
pay half the expense of ayoung man 
in college, was the declaration of an 
eastern educator recently. Yes, but it 
may be necessary to have some of the 
big guns and to shoot them ones in a 
‘while for the protection of the school- 
house and the young man in college. 


NOTWITHSTANDING the shortage in, 
iSuropean and Asiatic crops, and the 
great privation, if notabsolute famine 
threated thereby, the Czar of Russia 
bas ordered 1,000,000 more rifles, and 
Italy, which already boasts the largest 
pavy inthe world, has directed the 
construction of three more iron-clads. 
This means the squeezing of more 
taxes out of a laboring people who 
are in great danger of going hungry. 
But the dreibund is all mght, and the 
mouths of European potentates are 
filled with pretty compliments about 
each other. 


AN exchange calls attention to the 
fact that about the time that Salton 
Lake began to appear. Alachna Lake 
in Florida commenced to sink, and the 
bed of itis now almostdry. The lake 
has been of late years one of the great- 
est resorts for tourists in Florida, and 
steamboats full of hunters and fisher- 
men bave plowed its waters every 
winter, but about two years ago it 
began to lower, and this summer the 
Waters went down with surprising 
rapidity, so that now nothing is left of 
it but a memory and a sink-hole 
through which it vanished into an 
underground stream. 


“JERRY Rusk's management of the 
weather may not be giving satisfaction 
to every oue,”’ says the Chicago Herald, 
“but it pleases the marine men at Chi- 
cago. They assert that his predictions 
are much fore reliable than they were 
when the Signal Service was run by 
the War Department.

A CATSPAW FOR CHINAMEN. 


The practice of certain smart China- 
men (under the coaching, no doubt, of 
unscrupulous attorneys) of making use 
of the machinery of the law to defeat 
the ends of justice in order to work out 
selfish, nefarious, illegal schemes of 
their own, has grown into such a 
gigantic abuse that it is time for pub- 
lie indignation to arise and stamp it 
out. 

If a boss Chinaman—oleaginous, 
depraved andinsolent to the last de- 
gree—happens to oon a female slave 
whom he has bought and paid for with 
coin, and whom he keeps either ior his 
owu lascivious purposes or to hire out 
for gain, he is undoubtedly breaking 
not simply one but half a dozen laws 
ofthe land. He is holding a human 
being in involuntary servitude; he is 
either guilty of living in open adultery 
or of detaining a woman in a house of 
prostitution; and, besides this, he com- 
mits all sorts of fiendish acts, such as 
maltreating and sometimes even mur- 
dering his slave. Does the law take 
hold of him and shake him out of his 
shoes for these multifarious crimes, as 
it would a white man under similar 


circumstances? In the case of murder, 


possibly yes. But nothing short of 
murder creates even the faintest ripple 
on the calm surface of American juris- 
prudence. ‘ 

Ono the contrary, suppose that a cer- 
tain female slave thus prostituted and 
abused until she, poor, ignorant, de- 
graded, weak-spirited thing can endure 
it no longer, and seeks release in flight 
from her master. What do we see 
then? Why, the machinery of the law 
is atonce set in motion to bring her 
back to her unlawful and inhuman 
service. The big, greasy Chinaman 
first seeks the advice of his lawyer, by 
whom is drawn up a complaint charg- 
ing Mr. Guin or Lu Gow with petty 
larceny or embezzlement. This com- 
plaint the fat Chinaman or one of his 
retainers swears to, and then the con- 
stables are waked inio willing alacrity. 
Chinatown is scoured; the depots are 
watched, neighboring towns and cities 
are visited, and, as a final resort, if the 
quarry has fled so far.a deputy con- 
stable arms himself with a warrant 
and goes all the way to San Francisco 
or Portland. No trouble or expense is 
spared to catch that poor, persecuted, 
friendless little waif of a Chinawoman 
and restore her to the bagnio from 
which she fied. Of course when she is 
brought back it is necessary to go 
through the forms of law which justi- 
fied her capture, and she is arraigned 
ina court of justice (God save the 
mark!) charged with stealing from her 
master perhaps the colored glass rings 
in ber ears, the silver bangles about 
her wrists, the fancy pins in her hair, 
or mayhap the clothing upon her back! 
This crying farce; this heinous outrage 
of every principle of deceucy; this ut- 
ter perversion of the letter and spirit 
of the laws; this fourteenth-century 
persecution undercover of nineteenth- 
century institutions, has been enacted 
in Calfornia a thousand times. It has 


disgraced the courts of Los Angeles 


over and over again. 


But it is not simply in the catching 
of runaway slaves and concubines that 
our laws are perverted and made a 
catspaw in the hands of the big boss 
Chinaman. Sometimes the boss is in 
trouble himself. He may be under 


arrest for running a gambling den, for 


being an accomplice in a bighbinder 
plot, or even for 2 somebody 
—say his mistress or his slave. There 
may be incouvenient witnesses who 
ate willing lo swear to what they know 
about the matter. In this event, there 
is the ever-ready trumped up charge of 
embezzlement or petty larceny, or 
what not, which is sworn out by the 
boss’s henchwen, and the undesirable 
witnesses are clapped into jail and in- 
timidated until they are giad enough 
to keep their mouths shut on the main 
proposition. Or, if there is an oppos- 
ing faction which is bolding out 


to further the ends of jus- 
tice by helping convict the big 
boss, it is sometimes possible to 


handle the whole gaug by trumping 
up a charge against the wife or concu- 
biae of one of the leaders. This com- 
plaint may be filed in some distant 
place, asin Fresno for example, and 
then when the woman is taken away 


she is kidnaped and held as a hos- 
tage. We have not forgotten the ex- 
perience of a year or so ago when a 


Chinese woman was thus abducted 


\ 


under the guise of artest and was kept 
secreted for a week or more in an 
abandoned well somewhere up country. 

Of course it makes a pretty strong 
pull on ä recalcitrant Chinaman and 


| the people he influences if his wife or 


concubine is held as a hostage, and 
liable to be abducted entirely beyond 
his reach or to bave her throat quietly 
cut if he persists in his unpopular 
course against the big boss. Manya 
faction which had come dangerously 
near helping the courts convict some 
oleaginous mogul has been induced to 
let go by this method. 


It is thus that the wily Celestial 
sizes us up as a people and appropri- 
ates our laws for his own base uses. 
He is a keen student of human nature. 
He knows our weak point, whicn is 
the pocket. He is aware of the fact 
thatif only he has money enough he 
can corrupt and corrupt—hiring the 
very minions of the law tohelp him 
confound the law. He never does any- 
thing openly and defiantly if he can 
help it, but all his methods partake of 
subtle craft. Thus he is able not only 
to live in constant violation of the law, 
but in such violation the law becomes 
his greatest protection and triend— 
his willing servant on occasion. 

And the average American citizen 
knows this to be true, but he is so busy 
attending to his own affairs that he 
can’tgive the subject any attention. 
No matter what crimes against hu- 
manity are committed before his very 
eyes, and shriek to him and to beaven 
for redress—he is too busy. 


But if we feel calied upon to censure 
the man whose faultis in not raising 
his voice sgainst such high-handed 
outrages, what shall we say of these 
officers of the law, who, for the boss 
Chinaman’s dirty coin lend him ready 
assistance? 

We cannot disguise the fact much 
longer that, under the operation of 
machine politics, our constabulary has 
become a guild of freebooters, licensed 
to prey upon the community in 
general and upon litigants in 
particular, They have learned that 
handsome—sometimes princely—reve- 
pues can be obtained from their offi- 
cers by hook and by crook; and they 
are there for revenue only. So, 
whether it isin piling up costs against 
a litigant who may be seeking justice 
or defending himself, as he thinks, 
against injustice, or whether it is in 
the special service of some designing 
man who wants to operate under the 
color of the law—whether sustain- 
ing the law or copfounding the law—it 
is all grist that comes to the coustable's 
mill. That such fellows willingiy lend 
themselves to the machinations of the 
boss Chinaman when they gain thereby 
not only their regular fees, but a hand- 
some douceur besides—and that in such 
service they are willing to intimidate a 
witness or hound a poor little run- 
away Chinawoman and restore her to 
degradation and slavery—is not much 
wonder. That they are ever drawn 
into such service without a full knowl- 
edge of what they are undertaking we 
deny. They know as well as anybody 
when they are being used by the big 
boss Chinaman for corrupt purposes. 
The whole constabulary system is 
rotten and needs cleaning out. It 18 
through tuis and this only that such 
perversions and abuses as we have 
called attention to are allowed to go on. 
If there were no venal constabulary 
there would be no corruption vf the 
fountain of justice by the Chinese. 


We are glad to know that there is a 
decided reaction in our Superior and 
Justice courts against the abuse of 
law by Chinese, and that whenever a 
case comes up which has the typical 
marks of persecution and malfeasance, 
it is given ashort shrift. We believe, 
also, that the District Attorney’s office 
is disposed to discountenance such 
peculiar Chinese litigation, and never 
allows it to come into the courts 
through official channels when its 
character is known. 

Most of the mischief, however, 
is set afloat in the offices of 
of outside justices of the peace who 
are in want of business, and are not 
very inquisitive about people who give 
it to them. Such justices, so-called, 
and the constables who act under their 
license, are responsible for a great 
deal ofevil done in the name of the 
law. As to the big boss Chinaman, if 
he should get a double back-action kick 
from the law which he trifles with, 
landing bim in State’s prison on con- 
viction of perjury for swearing to 
some false complaints, it would bea 
glorious thing for the country. 


Touching this subject of female slay- 
ery in Chinatown, we find the follow- 
in aletter from Los Angeles to the 
Woman's Journal of Boston. It lets 
in only a little light on the true state 
of affairs in Chinatown: | 


Gong Gou was taken from “Nigger Alley.“ 
where it was sald she had taken an over- 
dose of morphine, and was carried to her 
“‘erib,”? where she died in terrible torture. 
It was told by those interested that she had 
taken it nerself because her husband had 
gone to China and could not return because 
of the exclusion act. Butit came out after 
the inquest thatshe hed no husbind, and 
that her former owner was coming from 
San Francisco to collect her price of $1500, 
which had not been paid. She had been 
saving money to escape, and was on the 
point of leaving, all of which makes the 
matter look very suspicious. It is aterrible 
atate of affairs, but the police can do noth- 
ing, as the Chinese are too much in fear of 
the highbinders to testify. The women say 
they ure the wives or cousins of their own- 
ers, One called the Peruvian Princess was 
murdered not long ago for rebelling. There 
are said to be two little girls in Chinatown 
now who were born in bondage and are 
offered for sale at $2000 apieca. 


THE San José Mercury says the re- 
port that about nine hundred etudents 
have applied for admission to Stanford 
University, has stirred up the faculty 
at Berkeley and set them to consider- 
ing why it is that the State University 
has not had the benefit of this in- 
creased desire for university education.

Referring to the recent first production in 
Chicago by the Charles Froumam Company 
of their successful new venture, The Lost 
Paradise, the ‘Tribune of that city says: 

“On the programme of the Coiumpbia 
Theater it is stated that “The Lost Para- 
dise is ‘based upon an incident from the 
German of Ludwig Fulda.“ It now appears 
th t last winter there was presented at a 
German theater in New York a piay by 
Ludwig Fu.da called Das Veriorene Para- 
dies (the Lost Paradise;) and it is claimed 
that Mr. de Mille bas taken his play, title 
‘and all, from Fulda’s drama. Mr. de Mill 
was seen in regard to this matter. His ex- 
planation is that be worked upon an adap- 
tation of Das Verlorene P radies, but that 
in remodeiing it tue original work disap- 
peared and a practically new De Mille 
drama was evolved. Ramsay Morris, Mau- 
ager Frohman's representative said that 
Mr. de Mille had bought the German 
play from Fulda, but that only a very slight 
resemblance pow existed between the two 
dramas. Mr. Frohman corroborated this 
statement. The title is a literal translation 
of the German name, and it is probable, 
therefore, that the dominant idea ruuning 
through the American play isthe same as 
that ofthe German. The strike in the sec- 
ond act is also in the Fulda drama and the 
incidents developing from the argument be- 
tween the representatives of labor and 
money. Above all, the great situation 
wherein the rich man and his daughter are 
confronted by the old workman and his 
childisin the original German play. No 
manuscript of Fulda’s drama is accessible, 
and it is, therefore, impossible to say which 
one of these incidents is the one referred to 
in the note on the Columbia’s programme. 
The Lost Paradise is a strong aud intensely 
interesting play, and, even if Mr. de Mille 
is in debt to the German author for sugges- 
tions, he is entitled to praise for the literary 
workmanship that appears in this impres-

_ BeRLin, Aug. 29. — |Copyright, 
1891, by the New York Assuciated 
Press.| Orders haye been issued by 
the government calling upon agricul- 
tural district officials to report as to the 
condition and probable yield of wheat 
and rye. Judging from the altered 
tone of members of the official circle, a 
suspension of import duties of grain 
is becoming a recognized necessity, 
The Ministers will not wait till No- 
vember to submit, the question in the 
Reichstag, but, i u the 
conclusion of the gathering and digest- 
ing of statistics, will declare the duties 
suspended. 

The North German Gazette pub- 
lished an articie on the subject, in 
which it avowed that the main reason 
of the government in hitherto refusing 
to lessen or suspend the duties was 
fear that the Reichstag would, 
once they were abolished or re- 
duced, never allow them to be 
restored. This statement raised 
storms of protestsin which the agra- 
rian journals joined. The notion that 
the suspension of duties meant perma- 
nent abolition is denounced as absurd 
in view of the fact that the Reichstag, 
which has yet three years to live, has 
clear protectionist theories and is 
ready to reimpose the duties when the 
government desires. In the mean 
time, what measures are possible will 
be taken to lighten the hardships re- 
sulting from the dearuess of rye. The 
Reichs Bank has been authorized to 
make advances up to two-thirds of the 
value of grain placed in the depots. 
Importers have made every exertion 
to supply the depots. Until yesterday, 
when the Russian prohibition came 
into torce, the frontiers did a great 
carrying trade. The mixing of rye 
with wheat has already been largely 
resorted to and nothing but this mix- 
ture is now used for making bread for 
the army. 

‘THE KAISER'S TEMPERANCE »SCHEME. 

Freisennige Zeitung has decided to 
oppose the main clause of the govern- 
ment’s bill for the repressionfof drunk 
enness. The ultimate fate of the 
measure may be predicted as it is 
modeled after a bili of similar import 
which was introduced inthe Reich- 
stag in 1881, and dropped in committee.

Mr. Bucbanan’s apparatus automati- 
cally extinguisbes each set of lamps at 
the hour desired, and but one circuit is 
required. The value of such a piece of 
mechanism does not need to be eu- 
larged upon.

some unseen power grabbed him and he 
knew nothing until he found himself on the 
banks in a prostrated condition.

Night before last the spook of the wil- 
lows appeared on the new bridge several 
times, bas as this is a common thing and 
he has never made an effort to disturb any- 
thing the watchman, who is not afraid of 
spooks, thought nothing of it until he got 
ready to take his midnight nap. He made 
his way to where his cot ought 
to be, but much to his surprise it 
wasgone. Everything, including blankets 
lunch and cold tea had disappeared, and as 
the spook was the only thing that had been 
around the bridge that night, the watchman 
became convinced that his spookship waiked 
off with them. 

That the bedding was made way with 
there is not the slightest doubt, but itis a 
question in the minds of the Kast Side 
police as to who got away with them, for 
they can’t understand what use a spirit 
would have for a bed, cold lunch and things 
of that kind. The case is being investi- 
gated.

TENT LIFE IN COLORADO 


Blissful Days in Enchanted 
Mountain Canyons. 


A WOMAN WHO MADE CAMPING 


A Thing of Beauty anda Joy for Sev- 


eral Months ofthe Year—Hair-~. 
breadth Roads and Soul- 
stirring Scenery. 


CHEYENNE CANYON (Colo.,) Aug. 
10.—(Special Correspondence of THE 
Times.| Imagine a pretty one-story 
cottage, set down in agrove of cotton- 
wood trees with a gnarly oak and tall 
pine here and there to give it charac- 
ter, and surrounded as a ben by her 
chickens by tents, six or eight, in every 
conceivable position, and at every pos- 
sible angle—except arightangle. Add 
to this picture the sweet voices of 
birds and the music of water rushing 
and hurrying over the stones; let your 
glance take in on our side the grand 
outlines of Cheyenne Mountain, 

Made doubly sacred by the poet’s pen 

And poet’s grave.“ 
and on the other, the rest of the range, 
overlooked by the snowy cap of Pike’s 
Peak, 14,000 feet higher than the 
streets of New York. Do this,and you 
will come as neaf to realizing Camp 
Harding as one can who is hundreds of 

les away, and has never seen a Colo- 
rado camp. 

Do not think, however, that camps 
such as this are common, even in thie 
land of out-of-doors, where tents are 
open for business, even the business 
of education, in the streets of the 
towns, and where every householder 
sets up his own canvas in his yard. for 
the invalids to sleep in from June to 
November. ‘This little settlement of 
tents is an evolution, the gradual 
growth of the tent idea in the mind of 
one comfort-loving woman. She came 
here seven or eight years ago, bought 
this grove under the shadow of Chey- 
enne, put up a tent, and passed her 
first summer thus. The next year, 
and several years thereafter, she gradu- 
ally improved her transient abode in 
many ways that her womanly taste 
suggested. asa wooden floor, a high 
baseboard, partitions of muslin or 
cretonne, door, and wiudows of wire 
gauze. The original dwelling has thus, 
step by step, growu to a framed and 
rough-plastered house, with doors and 
windows en regle, but grouped pic- 
, turesquely around it are some of the 
most unique abiding places in Colorado. 

They are in effect handsome hard- 
wood boxes, three feet high and of dif- 
ferent sizes up to fourteen by sixteen 
feet, with platform in front and canvas 
roof. The boxes“ are without tops, 
and each side is surmounted for its 
whole length with a wire gauze contin- 
uous window, capable of being tightly 
closed by the under canvas of the two

air to sweep through. 
‘structures are models of comfort, with 
reguiar beds and furniture, rugs on 
the floor, gauzy window curtains, 
drapery, wardrobes, and even tiny 
stoves for cool mornings and evenings. 
They combine the comforts of a house 
with the open air and delightful fresh- 


ness of atent, where one may hear 


every bird twitter, and see the dancing 
leaf shadows in the moonlight. Over 
the front platform the canvas cover 
extends to form an awning, and a wire 
gauze door, in addition to one of 
wood, makes them airy or snug, as the 
weather demands. 

In one of the rooms of the original 
house your correspondent is delight- 
fully domiciled, enjoying the comforts 
of the East with the freedom of the 
West. Better still. she was perfectly 
rested and refreshed before the end 
of a week, and since that has been 
laying in new stores of life and energy 
for the coming ten months of care and 
work in the city, 

Magic? No; only alittle clear com- 
mon sense, practically which 
whosoever will may profit by also. 
Her is her method, her rest cure,“ 
her fountain of health,“ tired reader, 
Go thou and do likewise.” 

As her traiu rolled out of Jersey City 
one Saturday night her only desire was 
for rest. She bad been hurried and 
worried up to the last, but the moment 
she was alone, with her section“ to 
herself and no one to speak to, she 
„took herself in haud.“ 

All her affairs, all ber interests, all 
her responsibilities, she shook off, with 
the dust from her feet, and leftin that 


busy city, where a few burdens more 


or less, would not matter to anybody. 


With her trunks checked, and her face 
turned toward the far-off Rocky 
Mountains, she left the whole work-a- 
day world bebind her, departing—so 
far asshe was able—a liberated soul, 
with no duties excepting to rejoice 
and recruit. 

This is not so easy as it sounds. 
Done thoroughly it is like a rending 


‘apart of one’s very life; but it can be 


done, it has been done, and it isa 
charm more potent than magic to 
bring restoration and recreation to 
the brain and nerve-weary worker, 

To bring herseif fully into the restful 
state of emancipation from her habit- 
ual environment, she interested her- 
self in the study of her follow-passen- 
gers as if they were a new species— 
their peculiarities, their little aa 
crasies, indications of character all, 
from which the close observer may 
know what manner of persons they 
are. Above all the car porter, who is 
always an amusing study, the most 
imposing personage on the train; an 
autocrat who rules his small domain 
like a czar; whose gracious permission 
is necessary before one can open a win- 
dow, which he at once fills with a 
screen, clogged with the dust of ages, 
to keep out cinders, and the fresh air 
as well; his carefully-studied evolu- 
tions in making up and opening the 
berths, conscious of being the cynosure 
of all eyes; lastly the struggles of the 
subdued and meek passengers with the 
difficulties of undressing behind a cur- 
tain. in a space one foot wide, and 


then the lulling to sleep by the monot- 


onous rattie of wheels over the rails. 


Behind the friendly curtain, moreover. 
ls freedom. Windows may be opened— 


if one has strength to manage a sleep- 
ing-car window. Sweet country air 
and cinders * enjoyed together; 
the eye of the Dictator is not upon 
pne. 

The next morning dawned upon the 
traveler somewhere in Western New 
York, and that beautitul Sunday was 
passed in speeding through the coun- | 


try and steadily getting farther and 
farther from care and worry. 

So she went on, day after day and 
night after night, till she entered 
Kansas, which was new to her. By 
that time she had succeeded in banish- 
ing to the farthest corner of her mem- 
ory, behind closed and locked doors, 
all the anxieties, all the perplexities 
and problems, all the concerns, in fact, 
of her home life. She was like a 
newly-created soul, fresh and eager to 
see and enjoy everything. She refused 
the morning papers; she wished to for- 
get the world of strife and crime, and 
to get so into harmony with the trees 
and flowers, the brooks and the breezes 
that she would realize herself 


“Kith and kin 
To orery wild-born thing that thrills and 
ows.”’ 


In one word, she wishes as nearly as 
possible to walk abroad out of her hin- 
dering body of clay, for only in this 
way can one truly rest and recreate 
herself. 

She looked out of the windows to see 
what the Cyclone State had to give her. 
It offered flowers aud singing birds. 
broad fields of growing grain, and 
acres of rich black soil newly turned 
upto thesun. Everything was fresh 
and perfect as if just from the hands 
of its Maker—it seemed the paradise of 
the farmer. 

From the fertile fields and miles of 
flowers the train passed to bare blos- 
somless eurth; from rich soil to rocks; 
from Kansas to Colorado. That part 
of the State which appeared in the 
morning, looked like a vast body of 
hardly dry mud, with nothing worth 
mentioning growing upon it. Each 
little gutter had worn for itself a deep 
channel with precipitous sides, and 
here and there a great section had 
sunken, as though there was no solid 
foundation. Soon, however, the land 
showed inclination to draw itself up 
into hills—tiny ones with sharp peaks, 
as though preparing for mountains. 
Before long they retreateato a dis- 
tance and grew bigger, and at last, far 
off appeared the mountains, over- 
topping all one great white peak, the 

“Giver of gold. King of eternal hills.“ 

A welcome awaited herin the sum- 
mer home of a friend at Colorado 
Springs, in the very presence of the 
grand mountain range; at one end 
beautiful Cheyenne with its tender 
memories, and behind and above all, 
the snow cap of Pike’s Peak, with its 
thrilling associations of gold-fever 
times. 

Four blissful days the enchanted 
traveler gave to friendship and the 
mountains, and then she set up her 
household gods—the few she had 
brought—in this Cottenwood camp on 
the banks of the Minnelowan (or 
Shining water) a mad Colorado 
stream, which, formed by the junction 
of two from the cafions above, comes 
tumbling down [rcm the Cheyenne, 
rushing and roaring as if it had the 
business of the world on its shoulders, 
and must do it man-fashion, with con- 
fusion, and noise enough to drown all 
other sounds. 

Four things attracted the traveler to 
Colorado. First, friends, few but 
precious, second, the hope of rest and 
change; third, the wish tosee the won- 
derlund; fourth, to spy out its birds, 

As to rest, itis tobe had in perfec- 
tion, for both soul and body—if one 
chooses to take it. One may swing in 
a hammock all day and be happy 
watching the clouds that cruise the 
sultry sky.“ 

A sky so blue one nevor tires of it; 
or beside the brook he may “lie upon 
its banks and dream himself away to 
some enchanted ground,” Or, he may 
study the ever-changing aspects of the 
mountains; their dreary, veiled ap- 
pearance with the morning sun full 
upon them, their deep violet biueness 
in the early evening, with the sun be- 
hind them, and the mystery of the 
moonlight, which “sets them far off in 
a world of their own,“ as tender and 
unreal as mountainsin adream. He 
may do this day after day, and night 
after night, indulging his soul in 
dreams and raptures and poetic flights 
impossible to every-day mortals, in 
every-day life. 

He may, observe, but he’s far more 
likely to become excited, and finally 
bewitched, by guide books and photo- 


or that cafion, this or that pass, the 
Garden of the Gods. Manitou, the Seven 
Sisters Falls, the grave of H. II. and 
unless he is a fool or a philosopher, be- 
fore he knows it he is in the full swing 
of sight seeing. He becomes learned 
in burros, the ship of the rockies,” 
so indispensable and so common that 
even the babies take to them. 

He climbs peaks, he drives over 
nerve-shaking roads, asbeer wall and 
a freichtful precipice on either side; he 
toils up hundreds of steps, he goes 
guaking down into ruins, he looks and 
admires and trembles, till sentiment is 
worn to threads, purse depleted, and 
body and mind alike a wreck. For this 
sort of a traveler there is no rest in 
Colorado, there is always another moun- 
tain to thrill him, another cafion to 
rhapsodize over—to one who is greedy 
of *‘sights,’’ the tameness of Harlem, 


more rest. 

As to the teller of this ever true tale, 
she can bear to be near sights without 
seeing them. She believes what she 
hears—never were such grand moun- 
tains, never such soul-stirring views, 
never such hair-breadth roads. She 
believes, and Stays in her cottonwood 

rove content. She knowa how it all 
ooks; bas she not peered down into 
the cafion, holding her breath the 
while, and with slightly different ar- 
rangement of rocks and pine trees and 
brooks, are not all cafions the same? 
Has she not gazed with awe at the 
„trail“ tothe grave of H. H., and 
watched—without envy—the sightsee- 
ing tourist struggling with its difiicul- 
ties? Can she not supply herself with 
photographs, and guide books, and 
poems, and H. H’s. glowing words, and 
picture the whole thrilling scenes? 

She can; she has; and to her Colorado 
is a delightful place of rest, with moun- 
tain air that is a luxury to breathe, 
(after the machinery adjusts itself to 
the altitude,) with glorious sunshine 
every morning, with unequaled nights 
of coolness, and with a new flower or 
two for every day of the month. 

About seeing Colorado“ she is du- 
bious. Ifto see Colorado she must 
ascend every peak, toil through every 
caflon, cast her eyes on every water- 
full, shudder over each precipice, won- 
der at each eccentric rock, drink from 
every spring, then she will never see 
Colorado. She cannot describe it, she 
refers the curious to the ide-books 
for full particulars, with raptures and 
thrills complete. 

But if to steep her spirit in the 
beauty of its mountains so that they 
shall henceforth be a part of her; toia- 
hale its enchanting air till almost her 
very body has wings, if to paintin her 
memory its gorgeous procession of 
flowers, ite broad mesa crowned with

or the mud flats of Canarsie will afford 


graphs, and talk all about him, of this 


— 


the royal blossom of the yucca, and its 
cosy cottonwood groves with brooks 
rushing between banks of tangled 
greenery—if these are to see Colorado, 
then shall her third desire be amply 
satisfied. 

In regard to the fourth, she bas 
much to say, too much for this letter, 
in fact. 

The | in Yellow and 
Red, which H. H. calls this wonder- 
land, grows upon the sojourner in 
some mysterious way, till by the time 
he has seen the waxing and waning of 
our moon, heis an enthusiast. It is 
charming alike to the sight-seer, whose 
jaded faculties pine for new and 
thrilling emotions, to the weary in 
brain and body, who only longs for 
peace and rest, and to the invalid whose 
every breath is a pain at home. To 
the lover of flowers it is an exhaustless 
panorama of beauty and fragrance, 
well worth crossing the continent to 
enjoy; to the horseman or the walker, 
it is elysium; to the mountain-lover, it 
offers endless attractions. 

Nothing is more fascinating to the 
stranger in Colerado than the forma- 
tion of its cafions, not only the grand 
ones running up into tue heart of the 
mountains, but its lesser ones, cutting 
into the high table lands, or mesa, at 
the foot of the hills. The oft-men- 
tioned Cottonwood grove for example, 
with its dozen of dwellings and a nat- 
ural park of a good many acres above 
it, with tall pines that bear the marks 
of age, is so curiously hidden that one 
may come almost upon it without see- 
ing it. It is reached from Colorado 
Springs by an electricroad, which runs 
along the mesa south of the town. As 
the car nears the end of the line one 
begins to look around for the grove. 
Not a tree is in sight, right and left as 
far as can be seen. stretched the 
treeless plain to the foot of the eternal 
hills; not even the top of a tall pine 
thrusts itself above the dead level. Be- 
fore you is Cheyenne, grim, glorious, 
but impenetrable. The conductor 
stops, “Tis is your place,“ he says. 
You see no place—you think he must 
be mistaken. 

where is Camp Harding,“ you 
ask. 

He points to an obscure path— 
„trail“ be calls it, which seems to 
throw itself over an edge, You ap- 
proach that point, and there,to your 
wonder and your surprise, at your feet 
nestles the loveliest of small cafion- 
like valleys, aspen, oak and pine, with 
here and there a tent or red roof gleam- 
ing through the green, and a noisy 
brook hurrying on its way down hill. 
Dy steep scrambie you reach the lower 
level, birds singing, flowers tempting 
on every side, and the picturesque, 
narrow trail leading you on, around 
the ledge. of rock, over the rustic 
bridge, till you reach the back entrance 
of the camp. Before it, up the narrow 
valley winds a road, the carriage-way 
to the Cheyenne Cafion. 

Colorado Springs is a really beautiful 
town of broadstrects, and pleasant 
homes with every modsrn improve- 
ments. Its flowers and foliage are 
kept green and growing by constant 
irrigation, the whirligig sprinkler on 
every lawn, and the suggestive ditch 
beside each street, It is very droll to 
un Easterfer to see a lawn put in 
soak’’ and a row of trees with their feet 
in the water, but these are very accept- 
able attentions to Colorado vegetation, 
So periect is the weather that strangers 
resent a rainy day as if it were a per- 
sonal insult, and but one person is on 
record of wearying of the perpetual 
sunshine, That was an Englishman 
who announced himself as “tired of 
your beastly blue skies.“ So dry is the 
air that invalids and the “night-air 
fiend’’ sit out till bed time, and sleep 
tranguilly in tents, or with doors and 
windows wide open. 

Thus it is in summer, in and near the 
town ‘‘east of the mountains and west 
of the sun“ as it appears to the tem- 
porary sojourner, What it may be the 
other eleven months, one should stay a 
year to find out.

Plans for a Magnificent Dis- 
play for the State. 


MILES OF PANORAMIC SCENES 


One Kind of a Structure Proposed 
for the World’s Fair at Chi- 
cago~-A  Detalled 
Description. 


From the San Francisco Call. 
The California Commissioners for 
the Columbian World’s Fair at Chicago 
having advertised for plans for a suit- 
able building for California at the 
Columbian World's Fair, E. W. Keeler 
has prepared a series of views—interior 
and exterior — plans, specifications, 
and necessary details to give an ac- 
curate idea of the work to be carried 
out. together with the effects that will 
be produced, both in scenic variety 
and instructive information, Aay one 
who bas visited the panorama of the 
Battle of Gettysburg, in this city, and 
witnessed the wonderful perspective 
effect there produced, will have a very 
fair idea of what the general effect will 
be. The real ground, with real trees, 
real shrubbery and real watercourses, 


will be carried down and blended with 


emergency. The unique arrangement 
of arcs of circles for paintings and ex- 
exhibits will be appreciated, and the 
further arrangement of the entrances 
and exitsso that crossing the tracks 
by those on foot will be avoided. This 
not only obviates all danger, but pre- 
vents obstruction of cars. The work- 
ing of these cars wiil be made the sub- 
ject of another paragraph. 

As the object in view is to give the 
visitor an opportunity of seeing Cali- 
fornia in detail, the track is laid in ser- 
pentine form, so as to take in the bend 
of the arcs. The plans include 3200 
feet of mountain. slope, 1000 feet of 
cable road in the tunnel. and 500 out- 
side of the tunnel, but all inside of the 
building; seventy scenic cars; twenty- 
one paintings, 100x45 feet each; Cail- 
fornia in relief, 125x45, and other de- 
tails. Of the paintings there will be: 
San Francisco and the harbor; Golden 
Gate Park and Sutro Heights; Santa 
Clara Valley and Lick Observatory; 
Monterey and Santa Cruz; San Luis 
Obispo and Santa Barbara; Los Ange- 
les; Pasadena; Riverside; San Diego 
and Coronado Boach; Merced and irri- 
gation districts; Fresno raisin indus- 
try; Yosemite; sections of muniug 
counties; Lake Tahoe; Siskiyou, 
Shasta county; hydraulic-mining exhi- 
bition; Sacramento Valley; Sonoma 
Valley: Napa and Vaca valleys; Stan- 
ford University and Menlo Park; or- 
ange coionies; Oakland, Alameda, 
Berkeley, Del Monte and San Rafael, 
and some others not yet suggested or 
arranged for. 

lhe arrangements are sufficient to 
allow the cars to carry 3000 passengers 
an hour, The average attendance at

the canvas with such realistic effect 
that to the mind’s eye à view of the 
real surface of the country will be 
seen, having an apparent scope of 
from forty to fifty miles, and even 
farther. In these views will be seen 
not only every variety of theconforma- 
tion of the land, but all of the products, 
animal, vegetable and mineral. The 
views herewith presented will convey 
but a faint idea of the effect which 
will be obtained. 

The following imperfect sketch wiil 
nid the reader in arriving at an ap- 
proximate conclusion: The average 
diameter of the building will be about 
310 feet. The main entrance will be 


the Paris Exposition was 137,289 each 
day, and it is confidently expected that 
the attendance at the World’s Fair 
will de in excess of these figures, Now 
the track which carries the cars in 
front uf and past the exhibits will be 
halt a mile in length. A car will start 
every half minute and will pass along 
the track just about as fast as a man 
promenading will walk—or in other 
words, it will require about half an 
hour to make the circuit.

The painting of the scenery and 
views mentioned will be executed in 
the highest style of art under a guar- 
anty bond for the satisfactory perform- 
ance of the work within the time spec- 
ified. The plans of the style of archi- 
tecture are not binding, and the com- 


mittce can make any changes that they 
may deem desirable in this particular. 
The illuminating agent will be elec- 
tricity, and the propulsion of the cars 
may be by any such method as may be 
decided upon in the wisdom of the com- 
mittee. It is estimated that the cost 
of the building will not exceed $100,000, 
and that when complete and ready to 
be thrown open tothe public the cost 
will approximate $350,000: In case it 
is found desirable to have a permanent 
State fair building remaining in Jack- 
son Park afterthe close of the fair, 

Mr. Keeler has designed his plan so 
that by removing a portion of the out- 
sido circles and connecting tbe 
remainder of the structure with 

the tower, it can be made very attrac- 
tive and at comparatively small ex- 

pense. An estimate has been made 
that the current expense for the main- 

tenance of this part of the exhibition 
for six months will be $46,000. Its ca- 

pacity being for 3000 persons an hour,

SALTON LAKE AND THE WEATHER. 


Remark ble Weather Freaks In San 
Gorgonlia Pass, 
Whetber or not itis nonsense to as- 


sert that the Salton Lake has had any- 
thing to do with cloud-bursts, the fact 
remains that since the Salton basin 
has been filled with water, there has 
been some most remarkable weather 
up in San Gorgonio Vass, The Red- 
lands and Lugonia people had only a 
moderate taste of it—justa vagrant 
brace of rains which broke over the 
summits of San Bernardino Mountains 


side. 


and descended on the foothills this 
The Beaumont Sentinel of re- 
cent date says: 7 

The weather during the past week’ 
has been the most remarkable ey 
known in this section. Storms have 
been of almost daily occurrence. 
During the six days ending August 16, 
there have been no less than five cloud- 
bursts and rainfall every day. 

Itis generally believed that these 
showers are due in part to the evapora- 
tion of Salton Lake. From the fact 
that no rain bas fallen west of Colton 
it would appear that the newly formed 
laze had something to do with it. An- 
her fact which goes to show tliat the 
ake is the prime factor in producing 
his apparant change of climate is the 
severe storms and remarkably low tem- 
perature at Seven Paims, Palm Springs 
and places on the desert between hers 
and the lake. Dr. Murray states 
that at Palm Springs the tempera- 
ture has averaged about 9% for 
the past two months and consid- 
erable moisture is noticeable in the 
atmosphere, whereas in former years 
it has been remarkably dry aud the 
thermometer has ranged anywhere 
from 90° to 120° throughout the sum- 
mer season. Besides this the storm 
center lies in the direction of tho lake 
and is carried hither by the east winds. 
Parties who have visited Saitou say 
that clouds of vapor are daily soen 
arising from the surface of the lake. 
Heretofore the extreme dryness and 
heat of that region absorbed the moist- 
ure and only light showers would oc- 
cur here during the summer season. 

During the past few days nearly two 
inches of rain bas fallen in Beaumont, 
while in the foothills and mountains 
the precipitation has been much 
greater. At Frank Davis’s place Fri- 
dav a cloud-burst occurred which did 
some damage. The water here bounded 
from side to side of the cafion with 
terrific force and noise, 

On Saturday a cloud-burst in acafion 
on the north side of Yucaipe Valley 
washed away a lot of hay and grain 
aud killed a horse. On the same day 


a heavy rain fell at  Beau- 
mant, accompanied by electrical 
disturbances. During the storm

THE SALTON OVERFLOW. 


An Opinion About the Lake and Col- 
orado River. 

A civil engineer of this place, says 
the Kern County Californian. who has 
bad many years’ experience with 
water, has compiled some very in er- 
eating figures relative to the River 
Colorado and the inland sea. 

There have bech several statements 
Accord- 
ing to the first, a stream twenty miles 
wide, twenty feet deep, with a current 
of three miles per hour, would in one 
vear fill a lake of 105,120 square miles, 
100 feet deep. 

By the second estimate of capacity, 
a stream 1000 feet wide, ten feet deep. 
flowing three miles per hour, would ip 
one year fill a pond of fifty square 
miles capacity, 100 feet in depth. 

And by the third estimate, a curren! 
250 feet wide, ten feet deep, with five 
miles an hour velocity, would in one 
year, form a lake of 14.256 square 
miles, eighteen inches deep. 

Now itis said that the area of the 
lake which can be formed, is in round 
numbers 5000 square miles. It has 
been found bere by careful tests made 
year after year, that annual loss by 
evaporation will eonal five perpendicu- 
lar feet, requiring for that area a water 
supply of 6000 cubic tee’ per second. 

he Colorado is est mated to havea 
mean flow of 30,000 cubic feet of water 
per second, which will fill the lake to 
its maximum area atthe average rate 
of thirty-three feet per year. But as 
the land lies, the filiing would be at the 
rate of fifty feet for the first year, 
thirty feet for the second yéar and 
twenty-five feet for the third year, 
which would bring the water to the 
sea level, presum.ng the mean depth to 
be 105 feet. 

Salt Lake has an area of 3000 square 
miles and the watorshed supplving 
the evaporation of this lake covers 100,- 
000 square miles, while the water-shed 
of tne Colorado covers 500,000 square 
miles. 

Careful estimates made by an experi- 
enced engineer some years ago, show 
that the cost of cutting through the bar 
between the upper end of the Gulf o: 
California and this desert would cost 
no more than $300,000. 


Nature’s Razor Strop. 
Florida Times-Union. 1 

There are now blooming in St. 
Augustine sixteen plants of the agave 
Victoria Regina species, commonly 
called the century plant. A towering 
column rises out of the center plant to 
the height of sixty feet, but it is often 
relegated to the rubbish heap as wortb- 
less, for the reason that, as a thing o 
beauty, it has no further charms for 


the eye. Yet many thousands of 
the shaving people of the old 
world utilize this shaft of the 


plant. They make use of it as a razo. 
strop. Mr. W. Chambers, auditor of 
the East Coast Railway line, bas had 
one in use for many years. and it shows 
not the slightest defect from wear and 
tear. Thestrop is made by taking the 
shaft of the agave and cutting it into 
lengths of twelve inches; these are split 
into four, or as many quarters“ as 
possible, allowing to each piece a suffi- 
ciency of the pulp or heart of the staik 
to present a surface or not less than 
one iach on which to strop a razor. 
The heart hardens in time and presents 
a fine, soft and naturally lubricated 
surface for stropping a razor. 


Women as Floriculturists.: 
[New York Telegram.] 

“During the past five years, said a 
well-known florist, number of 
women have taken tothe cultivation 
of flowers as a business. The census 
bureau claims that there are over three 
hundred floral establishments owned 
and managed by women. I know of 
fifty who are in the business within ten 
mil-s of this city. They are success- 
ful in raising flowers forthe market, 
but in almost every case they are 
merely carrying on the business left 
husbands or other male rela-

The Right Arm and Left Foot. 

The right arm is nearly always a lit- 
tle larger than the left, but the left 
foot is almost always larger than the 
right, presumably because, while

She says the New York article is free 
from scandals; the Pall Mall Gazette 
cau chronicie twelve cases a minute to 
one a week in New York of public 
fashionable vice and disgrace. Society 
is not so rapid as it is vapid, its worst 
side being its tediousness. Toadyism 
runs riot, and the tribute to money- 
bagsis simply disgusting. In short, 
society in New Lok is more full of 
glare and glitter than of elegance and 
refinement, but the first shower will 
take the gloss off and then it will look 
better, more like an old aristocrat. 

Philadelphia has avoided the snares 
into which New York’ has fallen. 
There is still the conservative spirit, 
the traditional quiet elegance, the 
charm asifof a beautiful Quakeress 
about the Philadelphia hospitality. 
Society in Philadelphia is very elegant; 
the talk at a dinner is of the finest 
quality. Wealth is not the standard 
and there is no offensive ostentation or 
love of show, it might almost be said 
to be the fashion to be poor, or at 
least in moderate circumstances, in 
Philadelphia. 

Chicago society is as fresh as a rose, 
and has four elements of success— 
great wealth, wonderfully large beau- 
tiful houses, a very stimulating climate 
and a set of educated, refined women, 
each of whom is an indlvidual.

Chicago woman is in the least like au- 
other Chicago woman. There is little 
envy, little gossip and no detraction in 
Chicago society.

The only thing which could console one 
for living one hundred years longer 
would be to see what Ohicago will be 
then; for itis the most promising and 
most curious social problem in exist- 
ence. 

Washington is of course the most de- 
sirable place of residence in the whole 
continent of America. It is a retreat 
for literary people; so one has the core 
of excellent society independently of 
its moving population, the gentlemen 
who in the Capitol are straightening 
out the Nation. Nobody is crowded 
out in Washington. It has the repose 
which New York lacks, and society has 
there what it needs in other cities. 
It has a recognized head, it has its 
social laws, it has its very great aad 
immediate necessity for being, and 
with this head it is like a kingdom or 
a church.

An agent of the Southern Pacific 
Fruit Packing Company was here this 
week for the purpose of buying fruit. 
He offered to contract for blackberries 
at 4 cents per pound for five years. As 
high as six tons of blackberries were 
raised here this year on a single acre. 
It would seem that with an assured 
market for five years the growing of 
blackberries would prove quite profit- 
able. Five tons of berries, the average 
product of ap acre, would be worth, 
delivered at the station, $400. The 
cost of cultivation, picking and pack- 
‘ing would probably reach $200 au acre, 
The six tons referred to ubove were 
grown on vines planted between orange 
trees.

Lemon 
juice is used to advantage in mayon- 
naise instead of vinegar, and is in- 
dispensable with fish of various sorte,

Lemon Custard.—One large juicy 
lemon, five fresh eggs, three cups new 
milk, one tablespoonful of flour, a 
lump of butter the size of a shellbark, 
one cup of sugar. Sift your flour ina 
bowl, add the yolks of the eggs, one 
at a time, beating between each one, 
then the butter, melted, then the 
grated rind and juice of the lemon, 
then the sugar; beat well and add the 
milk by degrees, stirring hard the 
while. Line two pie plates with puff 
paste, pour in the mixture and bake 
inahotoven. Beat the whites to a 
very stiff froth with three tablespoon- 
fuls of powdered sugar, spread over 
the tops of the custard when nearly 
done, and bake a pale brown, 

An old-fashioned recipe for small 
cakes flavored with lemon is another 
of our favorites. It is called Savoy 
biscuit. The weight of seven eggs in 
sifted tlour, the weight of nine eggs in 
powdered sugar, the grated rind of 
two lemons and the juice of one. 
Beat the yolks of the nine eggs with 
the sugar, add the lemon, then the 
flour a little at a time, beating all the 
time. Lastly, stir in the whites beaten 
to a stiff froth, and bake in oval gem 
pans, well greased. Have the oven 
nick, but not hot enough to burn. 
These are a nice accompaniment to 
lemon water ico or, jelly, and are a 
very good cake for children to eat, as 
they are not rich like cakes with but- 
ter in them. 

SusAN SUNSHINE. 
A correspondent has kindly favored 
me with the following in response to 
the request in last week’s Times for a 
good rule for making unfermented 
wine: 
Dear Susan Sunshine: For unfer- 
mented wine wash the grapes. Set 
them over a slow fire; mash, as they 
heat, with hands or a spcon until soft. 
Strain them. Scald the juice. Set 
mason jars and tops in a tub with cold 
water over the fire. Put the boiling 
grape juice into the bot jars, a little at 
atime not to break the jars. Put the 
covers on hot. ‘Tighten the covers 
next day. 
This juice or wine keeps well until 
opened, but ferments within three days 
after opening. Needs no sugar. Is 
the best tonicg and preventive of bili- 
ousness.with some of my family. It 
has been used for church communion 
by those who do not take fermented 
wine. 
Other fruit juices are nice prepared 
in the same way. 
1 think we do not half appreciate the 
beneficial effect of and the nourish- 
ment in fruit juices, in hot weather.
